NATIONAL GUARD OF MISSOURI 
HAS MONEY TO BURN. 


| 


UNUSUAL STATE OF THINGS. 


Appropriations Not Used and Govern- 
ment Money No: Drawn Have 
Created a Big Fund. 


The National Guard of Missouri never was 
richer than itis now. It is such an unusu- 
al experience for the National Guard to 
be wealthy that Gen. Bel] is reported to be 
at a loss to know how to spend all the 
money that ie at command. 

The wealth of the militia is partly the 
result of the recent war with Spain and 
partly due to the unwonted generosity of 
the Legislature. 

In the first place, the Lee‘slature appro- 
priated $30,000 for two years, which is 310,- 
000 more than wag ever appropriated before. 
None of this money has been spent, because 
the militia has been in a disorganized state 
since the Spanish war. 4 

In the second place, Uncle Sam owes tlie 
State militia $28,000, and by next July will 
owe it $42,000. making a total amount ava.i- 
abie for militia purposes during the next 
year of $72,000. his is more than three 
times as much as the militia ever had 
for a perlod of two years, the usual ap- 
ge igen being $20,000 for that period. 

“he money due from the national Govern- 
ment comes from the appropriat.on made 
by Congress to ald the National Guards 
of the various States. The money is di- 
vided according to Congressional represen- 
tation, and Missouri's share is $14,000 a year. 
In 18988 the amount due on July 1 for that 
year was not drawn, because all the Mis- 
souril troops were in the service of the 
Government. The allowance for 1899 was 
not drawn because the State militia wis 
disorganized. Another allowance of. $14,- 
000 will be available next July. 

The State is further assisted by the fact 
that the Government is issuing to ihe 
States all kinds of military supplies at less 
than half price, so that all the oe By 
and accouterment for the reorganized Na- 
tional Guard may be purchased at less than 
half the prices paid before the war. 

There wij] not be much need to spend 
money on the National Guard until next 
epring and summer, when the total eum of 
$72,000 will be available. With this money 
Gen. Bell should be able to make the Na- 
tional Guard of Missouri one of the best 
in the country. 


ANTI-WINE ROOM CRUSADE. 
Excise Commissioner Believes He Has 
Closed the Rooms. 

The anti-wineroom crusade is drawing 


to a close. Excise Commissioner Higgins 


has concluded his canvas of the city, and 
notified all saloon keepers, who are operalt- 
ing winerooms, to cease doing s0 at one. 

The Commissioner's deputies will start on 
another canvas Wednesday, to see that the 
orders issued have been carried out. In 
cases where the saloonkeeper fails to close 
up his winerooms, the Excise Commission- 
er will, he declares, revoke the saloon li- 
censeé.
